show a healthy increase in public 
contributions. 

Mrs, Sebastian Ramirez has re- 
vealed that on Heart Sunday, 
Feb. 28, workers throughout the 
county turned in $43,205 — com- 
pared to $37,627 on Heart Sunday 
last year. The increase is 14.8 
per cent. 

As a community, Albany con- 
tributed to the up-trend. $1,416.30 
was turned in to the captains and 
area chairmen here, compared to 
last year’s $1,300.45,
